The governors of Midwest 
states want Ike to sign it in this election year, 
not that in balancing its good and its bad they 
have come to the conclusion it contains more 
good than bad. Three great farm organizations 
with hundreds of thousands ol members want 
the President to sign it.

Eisenhow er in behalf of the survival of the farm 


bill which is awaiting his action. 


N eb rask a’s governor Victor Anderson revealed 
at week -end that he had written an appeal to 
the President as have other governors of neigh­ 
boring states. Personal visits to the White House 
m ay also add weight to Middle West desires. 


If there is any reluctance on the part of the 
President to sign the bill on grounds that it is 
not a perfect bill it would be timely to give 
weight to the other side of the argum ent. 


It is the only bill available. 
It m ay be at 
variance with the President’s wishes. 
But it 
represents the most earnest and best efforts «>t 


both houses of Congress. 


Equally important are two other facts. 
The 


farm economy is in poor condition. 
It is in a

it will alw ays be. 
There are enough of today s solutions to to­ 
d a y ’s problem s in the present farm m easure 


to w arrant its survival. 


On The Safe Side 


F or the fifth time in a year the F ederal R e­ 


serve has hik ed its discount rates to m em ber 


bank s, this most recent time from 2!2 to 2a* per 


cent in this Tenth district. 


The step w as tak en to discourage ex cessive 
borrowing. 
It was an inoculation to slow down 
the national economy, to k eep it at a safe dis­ 


tance from dangerous inflation. 


Those unfam iliar with bank ing m ay ask how 
does such shifting of inter bank discount rates 


curb custom er borrowing? 


It is a function of the Federal Reserve to en­ 
hance the lending power of local m em ber bank s 
by lending money to them on security represent­ 
ing money those bank s already have out on 
loan. 
By raising its charge for the service the 
F ederal Reserve gives the local bank the al­ 
ternative of adjusting its custom er interest rates 


upward or practicing restraint in custom er lend­ 


ing. 
The control work s in reverse when there is 
need to stimulate business.

Neither the com­ 
munity or business need fear the tightening of 


credit.

He told us Aik en's agriculture com m ittee rank - 
ing was because of seniority, which governs the 
choice of all com m ittee heads in Congress. Rep. 
Harrison also said that when people speak before 
the com m ittees, the older m em bers (seniors) 
get to ask questions and to talk first. Often there 
is no time left for the younger m em b ers to p ar­ 


ticipate in the discussion.” 


★ 
Seniority is the ex planation 
for much that 
puzzles and confuses A m ericans outside of Wash­ 
ington. 
Rank on the congressional comm ittees 
is not necessarily a m atter of the individual's 
qualifications, his intellectual capacities, his fa­ 
miliarity with the specialized field, his physical 
stam ina or his capacity for hard 
gruelling work . 
He comes by 
rank by virtue of the num ber of 
y ears of service. 
There w as a 
time when seniority was less 


punishing than it is today. 
But the older we get 
and the bigger governm ent becomes, the more 
seniority bears down upon the labors of Con­ 
gress. 
And com m ittee chairm anships place in 
individual hands enorm ous powers over legisla­ 
tion—power which in some instances represents 
the 
difference 
between 
lite 
and 
death. 
The 
chairm an may sm other a bill, prevent it from 
reaching the floor, refuse to hold hearings upon 
it, or resort to other legislative methods which 
delay or advance consideration of legislation. 


★ 
It dues not occasion any surprise, then, that 
com m ittee chairm anships are highly prized in 
Congress. They place in the hands of the indi­ 
vidual a great am ount of power, and the indi­ 
vidual 1« whom that power is granted is not 
necessarily the most gifted or the most qualified 
m an. The Aik en case is in line. 
It is not neces­ 
sarily his purpose in heading up the comm ittee, 
nor does it raise a question of integrity. But the 
fact rem ains that Sen. Aik en heading the Senate's 
Agriculture Com mittee 
comes 
from 
a 
state 
where agriculture at best is limited. 
★ 
To Augusta Secretary Ezra T all Benson and 
two other agricultural aides were sum m oned 
by the President for a w ar council on the bill 
drafted by congressional conferees. 
Mr. Eisen­ 
hower reportedly does not lik e the comprom ise 
m easure. 
He is quoted in the new s columns as 
believing that it is poor legis­ 
lation. 
But clearly he does not 
lik e the prospect in this presi­ 
dential election y ear of 1956 of 
being called upon to ex ercise 


the veto. 
It isn’t ex actly an 18 -carat recom ­ 
m endation for the adm inistration’s farm bill.
